information is one of the most serious gaps in intelligence on 
Soviet Bloc merchant shipping. A recent translation of a chapter 
in a Soviet text on 0 Organization of Transport and Cargo work in 
Maritime Transport* 1 by G.Ie Gurevich,, published in Moscow in 1952, 
suggests that several types of manuals containing rate data for 
Soviet merchant shipping may be accessible. Those mentioned which 
would be useful are as follows* 

a. "Maritime Fleet USER Code of Freight Tariff” 

b. "liamal of USSR Maritime Transport chipping and 
Tariff Regulations 0
